The man who once dubbed 
himself “Black Neck Chevy 
Johnson” on Facebook figured 
he was free to go last Wednes¬ 
day after a jury couldn’t reach 
a unanimous decision on a 
charge that he beat up the 
mother of one of his children 
last June. 

He wasn’t. 

Just moments after District 
Court Judge Donna Dutton 
declared a hung jury former 
Lawrenceburg resident David 
Shirley was handcuffed and 


hauled off to jail on an out¬ 
standing bench warrant from 
Franklin County for failing to 
pay child support. 

Shirley’s arrest capped a 
day in court that featured him 
calling a woman who testi¬ 
fied against him a “two-toned, 
highly aggravating [expletive],” 
declaring Kentucky a racist 
state and letting everyone in 
the courtroom know that, in his 
family, he is the “alpha male.” 

Shirley was being tried on 
fourth-degree assault, domestic 
violence, from an incident that

meeting, confirmed that the biggest issue is the 
$400,000 the fiscal court spent paying for its recy¬ 
cling building. 

“I’m really concerned about this,” Barnett said 
Monday “I was concerned about this when that 
expensive building was built. That’s why I voted 
against it. 

“I thought we were spending too much money 
on it, trying to get it started while not knowing 
what it was going to do. I think the recycling part 
is a good thing, but I was concerned about spend¬ 
ing so much money.” 

Shryock said there are several factors that have 
caused the deficit, including increasing insurance 
premiums and an underperforming capital outlay 
fund. 

“The majority of it is that we spent too much 
on that building and didn’t have the revenue to 
replace it,” he said. 

Shyrock said the fiscal court might be able to 
cover the shortfall without borrowing the money. 

“There are several options, but none of them 
are very popular,” he said. 

One would be to tap the fiscal court’s swim¬ 
ming pool fund that was created by the previous 
fiscal court when it voted to fund it with money it 
receives from business licenses. Shryock said that 
fund currently has about $90,000 in it. 

A second swimming pool fund also exists, which 
includes about $48,000 from money raised by bake 
sales and other events years ago along with the 
remainder of a state grant. 

He said it’s also possible that unspent funds will 
be available when the current budget year ends in 
June. 

“Hopefully we’ll have a little extra revenue that 
will bring that $400,000 figure down to something 
less,” he said. 

If the fiscal court does have to borrow, Shryock 
said using the recycling building as collateral on 
the loan won’t be a possibility. 

“We would have had to done that in advance or 
within 60 days of it being built,” he said. “Now we 
will have to use something other than the building 
as security.”

Gritton settling in 
as judge-executive 

Aside from dealing with what was almost 
certainly an unexpected 
$400,000 deficit in the 
county budget he inher¬ 
ited, Judge-Executive 
Orbrey Gritton said Mon¬ 
day that his first couple 
of weeks in office have 
gone well. 

"It's been encouraging," Gritton 

Gritton said, adding that 
the county's staff has been kept intact from 
the previous administration. 

"Everyone has a clean outline of expectations," 
he said. 

Asked what issues he'd like to get moving on 
during his first couple of months, Gritton said 
getting the football field operation in the 
county park is something he'd like to do. 

"I'd like to get that completed so it can serve 
as a home for the [middle school] Mustangs 
and the rec league," he said of the field that 
was put in two years ago but has never been 
used due to myriad erosion, size and other 
problems. 

"I don't know if there's enough land there to 
house a regulation football field," he said, 
adding that even if there is, he isn't sure 
where goalposts and bleachers could be 
installed. 

Gritton said he is also working through the 
issue of having the state's Administrative 
Office of the Courts take over the space for¬ 
merly used by the county clerk's office, which 
moved into the old Town & Country Bank 
building on Main Street last October. 

"We're still working on that to make ends 
meet," he said. 

Gritton said he is also researching cost implica¬ 
tions using salt on county roads instead of 
cinders for ice control. 

As for coming meetings, Gritton said the time 
for the one scheduled for yesterday (Tuesday) 
was moved back from its normal starting 
time of 6 p.m. to 4:30 p.m. to allow him to 
attend one of his son's ballgames. 

The evening meeting in February will also 
begin at 4:30 p.m. for the same reason.

occurred last June at his 
mother’s house on Riva 
Ridge Drive in Law- 
renceburg. Following a 
hours-long trial that was 
filled with conflicting 
testimony and nearly 
four hours of delibera¬ 
tion, the jury informed 
Dutton it could not 
reach a decision and 
Dutton scheduled a new 
trial for March. 

Angry because the 
victim and their son 
were about to leave for 
a trip to Miami without 
his permission, Shirley 
allegedly beat her up in 
an attempt to keep her 
from going. 

“He got their suitcase, 
dumped the clothes in 
the shower, punched her 
in the face and slammed 
her head into the wall 
again and again and 
again,” County Attorney 
Bobbi Jo Lewis said in 
her opening statements 
to the jury. “This is a 
case of the hidden war 
in America, domestic 
violence.” 

Shirley’s attorney, 
Londa Adkins of the 
state’s public defender’s 
office, painted a much 
different picture in her 
opening remarks, por¬ 
traying the victim as 
someone who concocted 
the story as an excuse 
for being late to work 
and was angry over 
being told she couldn’t 


go to Miami with a 
friend and her child. 

“Today you’re going 
to hear something I like 
to refer to as, if momma 
ain’t happy, ain’t nobody 
happy,” Adkins told the 
jury, adding that the 
victim had repeatedly 
arrived late for her job 
at a gas station in Frank¬ 
fort. 

“She was going to be 
late again... was this a 
last-ditch effort? She’s 
pouting, upset and mad 
and was going with or 
without his permission.” 

Adkins went on to 
portray Shirley as a 
good father who was 
looking out for the best 
interest of the couple’s 1 
1/2-year-old child. 

“He’s a very good 
dad,” Adkins said of 
the man who, during 
a preliminary hearing 
last August, told Judge 
Dutton, “I have five chil¬ 
dren with five different 
women in five differ¬ 
ent counties. I ought to 
come with a warning 
label.” 

After she was alleg¬ 
edly assaulted, the vic¬ 
tim left the Riva Ridge 
home where she lived 
with Shirley’s mother, 
took the child and drove 
the couple’s car to Four 
Way Stop & Go, a con¬ 
venience store at the 
intersection of Highway 
151 and US 127 Bypass, 
where she called 911. 

During a playing of 
the 911 call in court, she 
told police she was “flee¬ 


ing” from a domestic 
violence incident and 
needed help. 

Deputy Tony Likens 
of the Anderson County 
Sheriff’s Office was 
dispatched and the first 
officer to speak with 
the victim. During his 
testimony, he said the 
victim was crying and 
upset when he arrived 
but that he could not 
recall seeing any marks 
on her face, a sticking 
point that surfaced sev¬ 
eral times during other 
testimony. 

Because the alleged 
incident occurred 
inside of city limits, 
Likens said he called the 
Lawrenceburg Police 
Department for backup 
and officer Nathan 
Doty responded, but not 
before spotting Shirley 
near Ritchie & Peach 
Funeral Home on North 
Main Street. 

Doty said Shirley was 
walking toward 4 Way 
Stop & Go and when 
asked, denied there 
was any altercation. 
Shirley was arrested a 
short time later, how¬ 
ever, when Doty said he 
interviewed the victim 
and saw marks on her 
face. Doty later said 
he did not photograph 
the marks because he 
didn’t have a camera 
in his patrol car, which 
sparked questions from 
Adkins who pressed him 
on why he didn’t take 
photos with his phone 
and questioned why the 


police never went to the 
Riva Ridge residence to 
verify that Shirley was 
throwing things around 
the house. 

Doty also testified 
that while interviewing 
the victim, she told him 
she was afraid Shirley 
would beat her up again 
or kill her if released 
from custody, state¬ 
ments the victim later 
said she didn’t make “in 
those words.” 

Photos of the victim’s 
face were taken but not 
until later that day by 
the victim’s work super¬ 
visor at the gas station. 
The supervisor went on 
to testify that the victim 
was often late for work 
and was later fired for 
her tardiness. 

Stephanie Kent, a 
friend of the victim 
who was supposed to 
join them on their trip 
to Miami, testified that 
Shirley screened her 
phone calls to the victim 
and that the two often 
got into verbal argu¬ 
ments that she claims 
featured him calling her 
vulgar names. 

Kent also testified 
that she was on the 
phone with Shirley dur¬ 
ing the alleged alterca¬ 
tion in June, and that 
she could hear him 
beating her and the vic¬ 
tim was screaming out 
and crying. 

Shirley’s mother, 
Delores Shirley, also 
testified, saying that she 
didn’t see anything out 
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of place at the home 
when she arrived later 
that day, nor had she 
ever seen anything 
physical between her 
son and his girlfriend 
during the time they 
lived with her despite 
the victim’s previous 
allegations of abuse. 

“I taught him to 
never put his hands 
on a woman,” Shirley’s 
mother said. 

The victim later 
testified that Shirley’s 
mother had witnessed 
an incident that includ¬ 
ing Shirley with his 
hands around her neck, 
“choking her out” before 
Delores Shirley sepa¬ 
rated them. 

As the victim 
spoke, Delores Shirley 
appeared uneasy as she 
listened, at one point 
closing her eyes and put¬ 
ting her hand over her 
mouth. 

Shirley’s time on the 
stand included a host of 
conflicting statements, 
including times he 
would contradict what 
he had already said. 

“Do you refer to 
yourself as Black Neck 
Chevy Johnson?” Lewis 
asked Shirley. 

“That’s one of my 
Facebook profiles, yes,” 
Shirley responded. 

Lewis then began 
to question him about 
other Facebook posts, 
including that Ken¬ 
tucky is a racist state 
and the language he 


used while on the phone 
with the victim’s friend, 
Kent. 

Shirley, when pressed 
to reveal the names 
he called Kent, said, “I 
use compound words 
and fractures, which is 
something I made up.” 

He then went on to 
reveal that he called 
her a “two-toned highly 
aggravating [expletive], 
a statement Lewis later 
asked him if it was rac¬ 
ist. 

“No, she is a two- 
tone,” Shirley replied. 

“I call my sister a two- 
tone.” 

“If I called you a two- 
tone, would that be rac¬ 
ist?” Lewis asked. 

“No, I’m not a two- 
tone,” Shirley responded. 

Lewis later showed 
Shirley photos of the 
victim’s face, and he 
acknowledged seeing 
marks on her cheeks. 

Asked by Lewis how 
they got there, Shirley 
said “anyone could have 
put them there.” 

He also at one point 
testified that he didn’t 
enter the bathroom, 
where the altercation 
was said to occur, but 
later changed his testi¬ 
mony saying he could 
have. 

Dutton said a new 
trial date for March 11 at 
9 a.m. in Anderson Dis¬ 
trict Court.

I’d normally do a 
private version of the 
Snoopy dance 
when something 
I’ve warned 
about for years 
comes true, but 
I’m in no mood to 
dance over this 
and after reading 
this week’s front 
page, I’m sure 
you aren’t, either. 

The prospect 
of the fiscal court 
having to bor¬ 
row $400,000 to 
balance its budget is nothing 
short of an outrage. 

This isn’t a budgeting 
error, nor is it a simple case 
of anticipated revenue that 
never materialized. 

Regardless how its spun, 
twisted or figured, the bottom 
line is this: the previous fis¬ 
cal court screwed up royally 
when it created a recycling 
program that was too much, 
too soon and ignored warn¬ 
ings that doing so would lead 
to financial disaster. 

One needed only to look at 
our neighbors in Woodford 
County at the time the fiscal 
court decided to enter the 
recycling business in earnest. 
As Anderson County busied 
itself with grant applications 
and doling out hundreds of 
thousands in reserve funds 
to go into business, Woodford 
was holding a fire sale to rid 
itself of what proved to be a 


bottomless money pit. 

Oh, but Anderson County 
could do it better, or so we 
were told by so-called experts 
that include two fellows 
who work for the state’s solid 
waste division and another 
who made his recycling bones 
spending someone else’s 
money. 

The fiscal court bought 
what these guys were selling, 
formed a “green committee” 

— apparently named for the 
color of money — and shoved 
a huge pile of tax dollars into 
the middle of the poker table. 

At the root of this problem 
is the recycling building the 
fiscal court was required to 
build when it accepted the 
first of what are now several 
state grants. The building 
was initially going to be cost 
around $30,000, but ulti¬ 
mately cost nearly the same 
amount as the $400,000 defi¬ 
cit. 

The spending didn’t stop 
there. Also purchased were a 
set of scales for $62,000, osten¬ 
sibly designed to help charge 
a fee for items residents 
dump at the recycling center. 

Those scales have yet to 
be used and now probably 
never will be. Coupled with 
what appears to be $30,000 in 
additional payroll to operate 
the recycling center, all of 
the above delivered a nasty 
uppercut to the fiscal court’s 
budget — a punch that mag¬ 
istrates who supported this 
plan obviously thought they 


could duck. 

They couldn’t, and the 
result was a sucker punch in 
the mouths of taxpayers. 

In the coming weeks and 
months, we’ll 
likely hear all 
sorts of sto¬ 
ries about the 
deficit being 
an unfortunate 
compilation 
of issues that 
simply couldn’t 
be avoided. 

We’ll hear 
about increased 
health insurance premiums, 
although I sort of recall being 
told by a guy who lives in 
a large white house those 
increases were going to be a 
thing of the past. 

We’ll also hear about unan¬ 
ticipated reductions in the 
county’s capital budget and 
almost certainly the rising 
cost of “doing business.” 

But don’t be fooled. The 
cause of this problem is 
almost entirely the fault of 
former members of the fis¬ 
cal court who are no longer 
responsible to taxpayers 
being sold a shoddy bill of 
goods by a group of recycling 
zealots who never were. 

We’ll see if the new fiscal 
court has the stones to shut 
that program down, sell off 
what was purchased, apply 
that money toward this debt 
and do what should have 
been done in the first place: 
vote for mandatory trash and 


recycling collection and let 
private industry do what no 
government agency can. 

That won’t rid the county 
of this debt, but it sure will go 


a long way toward stopping 
the bleeding this has caused. 

S peaking of sucker punch¬ 
es ... 

Don’t be surprised if 
the next sucker punch lands 
courtesy of the decision to 
purchase the old Town & 
Country Bank for a new 
county clerk’s office. 

That deal, we’ve been 
told about a million times, 
was supposed to be almost 
too good to be true. The fis¬ 
cal court bought it cheap, 
renovated it and have about 
$320,000 of your future tax 
dollars invested in moving 
the clerk out of the court¬ 
house. 

At the time, the fiscal 
court told us that the Admin¬ 
istrative Office of the Courts 
would rent the clerk’s space 
in the courthouse for roughly 
the same amount of money 
as the mortgage payments on 


the old bank. 

In other words, the new 
clerk’s office would be all but 
free. 

Not so fast. Since then, 

AOC is balking 
mightily at 
paying much 
of anything at 
all, and last I 
heard is offer¬ 
ing to pay for 
the utilities 
it uses and 
about enough 
to cover the 
cleaning costs. 

Hindsight being 20-20, it’s 
now hard to imagine that the 
fiscal court didn’t have a deal 
in writing with AOC regard¬ 
ing rent before even consider¬ 
ing putting taxpayers on the 
hook for so much money. 

Although, given all of the 
above, perhaps it isn’t. 

S peaking of money... 
When the above to 
issues are combined, the 
fiscal court is staring straight 
in the face of having to ser¬ 
vice upwards of $720,000 in 
debt that, frankly, could have 
easily been avoided. 

Borrowed cheap over 
20 years, that equals about 
$70,000 in annual debt pay¬ 
ments that will total out at 
about $1.4 million, all in the 
name of balancing the fiscal 
court’s current budget.

Time to order your seeds 


A s the saying goes, “I’ve 
reached the age when 
my train of thought 
often leaves the station with¬ 
out me.” 

I just forgot last 
week’s column 
and I blame it 
on the holidays. 

We all have our 
routines. Now 
that we’re back 
to what passes for 
normal, has any¬ 
one taken notice 
of our increased 
light? 

The sun is set¬ 
ting later every 
day, giving us more light to 
get things done outside. Right 
now, it’s just a bit too cold to 
do much outside, but that will 
be changing soon. Keep that 
thought in mind throughout 
January and most of February. 
We will warm up and we will 
plant (outside) again. 

If you get catalogues 
through the mail you better 
start making out your seed 
order to get the best selections. 
You can also order online from 
most places. I prefer Seeds of 
Change and Territorial Seed 
Company, if I need to buy 
seeds. I also have a Visa card 
just for online use. 

That way, unusual pur¬ 
chases get flagged real quick, if 
someone steals it. 

It is time to get your indoor 
growing area ready. Heat, light 
and water are all you need, 
along with the trays of seeds. 

Florescent lights should 
be hung from a chain so you 
can raise and lower the light, 
always keeping it about 3 inch¬ 
es from the plant top. 

Plant your seeds in trays 
and then cover the top with 
plastic wrap to help keep the 
heat in the soil. You need to 


keep the soil moist so you may 
need to lift the plastic to water 
once before they sprout. Once 
the seed sprouts, you remove 
the plastic and then monitor 
your light. As the plant comes 
up, so does the light. 

As the weeks pass, you’ll 
want to fertilize with a liquid 
fertilizer. Pay attention to all 
the ingredients listed on those 
before you buy, because you’ll 
be eating the finished product. 
A brand called Safer is a pretty 
good bet. 

One important thing to pay 
attention to when ordering 
your seeds is the days to har¬ 
vest. It’s usually listed first in 
the catalogues and on the seed 
packet, saying 60 days or some¬ 
thing. Different varieties have 
different days, so you may 
want to plant three different 
kinds of tomatoes so they don’t 
all ripen at once and you’re up 
canning at 3 a.m. 

Now, if you’re cold, put on a 
hat. It helps keep the heat in 
you. Drink hot liquids and eat 
hot food. 

Remember to open below 
the sink cabinets to help keep 
your pipes from freezing and 
don’t forget to let them drip, if 
needed. 

Please don’t forget all the 
animals left out in the cold. 
They have all the same senses 
we do. 

Just imagine if your heat 
was out and all the windows 
and doors were open. That’s 
what it’s like for them, all the 
time, in the winter. Give them 
a warm shelter, fresh water to 
drink and extra food to keep 
them warm. They’re counting 
the days to spring, just like us. 
Happy growing.

Vietnam War: Aug. 5,1964 
through May 7,1975. For vet¬ 
erans who served “in country” 
before Aug. 5,1964 - then you 
may be qualified from Feb. 28, 
1961 through May 7,1975

Use these tips to ward off firewood insects 


M any people use a 

wood-burning stove 
for heat o r occasion- 
ally light some 
logs in the fire¬ 
place for enjoy¬ 
ment on cold 
winter nights. 

However, a 
quiet rick of 
firewood can 
harbor its own 
life. 

Many dif¬ 
ferent insects - 

can develop in stressed, 
dying, or recently downed 
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trees. Their activities ensure 
that the resources in the 
wood are broken down and 
recycled. These insects are 
naturally attracted to trees 
that are cut for firewood. In 
many cases, borers can com¬ 
plete their life cycle in cut, 
cured firewood. In addition, 
several insect species hide in 
crevices or under loose bark. 

These insects remain 
inactive as long as the 
wood is outdoors and cold. 
That changes if the wood is 
brought inside for several 
days. Cold-blooded “dwell¬ 


ers of the wood” are roused 
by warm temperatures. 
Sawdust can begin to appear 
from logs containing bor¬ 
ers. In a few cases, adults 
will emerge prematurely. In 
general, there is no cause for 
concern. These species are 
unlikely to attack structural 
wood; they are only a tem¬ 
porary nuisance.

ers are brightly marked, fast beetles with long 
antennae. The elongate flat-headed wood borers 
often have a metallic sheen. 

Carpenter ants and termites may be found 
in firewood that has been wet or stacked in one 
place for a long time. Termites form mud tunnels 
and this mud can be found in wood that they are 
attacking. 

Carpenter ant galleries are very clean, with no 
mud or sawdust. These individuals brought into 
the house in logs will not start an infestation, but 
a colony may exist in the soil beneath outdoor 
wood piles. 


Recommendations 

To reduce experiences with firewood insects: 

• Avoid stacking firewood directly on the 
ground. This will keep the wood from getting too 
wet and will reduce the chances for infestation 
by termites and ants. 

• Don’t stack firewood in or against the house 
or other buildings for long periods of time. Ter¬ 
mite or carpenter ant problems can develop and 
cause more serious problems. 

• Use the oldest wood first; it is most likely 
to be infested. Avoid the tendency to stack new 
wood on top of old wood. 

• Cover firewood during summer and fall. This 
will keep it drier and exclude some creatures 
seeking overwintering sites. 

• Before taking wood inside, shake, jar, or knock 
logs together sharply to dislodge insects; brush 
off any obvious structures such as webbing or 
cocoons. 

• Only bring in small amounts of firewood 
that can be used up in a day or so, and keep 
wood stacked in a cool area (e.g., garage or porch) 
until it is burned. When firewood warms up, the 
creatures in or on the wood will become active. 

• Do not treat firewood with insecticides. It is 
unnecessary and potentially dangerous due to 
fumes that may be produced when the insecti¬ 
cides burn.

I love cats. They are so indepen¬ 
dent and either love you or not, 
so you never have to guess about 
them. And they can be as devot¬ 
ed to their humans as a dog. 

Several years later, a shaggy- 
looking terrier came into our 
lives. A friend had adopted her 
and couldn’t keep her after a 
couple of years. She was a tough 
little lady but eager to please. 
Then another Heinz 57 adopted 
me. Even though she was timid 
at first, my patience won her 
over. We decided to wait a year 
from her death to adopt again. 
We almost made it. 

Ten months and 18 days later, 
we visited the animal shelter just 
to look and signed the paperwork 
for our big boy, Kasey.

Note that these dates don’t coincide with tradi¬ 
tional dates for the end of conflict. 

Do you have a disability that requires assis¬ 
tance with an “activity of daily living?” Some 
examples may include you are at risk for falling, 
or for your safety you need someone available 
in your home while you bathe and dress; do you 
have the need to live in the protected environ¬ 
ment afforded by a facility or a caregiver?; or are 
you legally blind? 

If you answered yes to each of the five ques¬ 
tions above, then you are probably eligible but 
also need to be qualified. To determine qualifica¬ 
tion, you should contact a VA accredited advisor 
to discuss financial qualifications. 

This is one of those few occasions where you 
shouldn’t call me because I don’t know more 
about this subject. I’m just creating awareness of 
the information.

While the garage is often 
not a centerpiece of a home, 
Janice and Darrell Clark 
made theirs into real con¬ 
versation piece, adorning the 
walls with old family photos 
and memorabilia. 

Darrell Clark said they 
had boxes of old photos and 
antique farm tools and decid¬ 
ed they wanted to find a bet¬ 
ter way to display it, allowing 
everyone in the family to 
enjoy it. 

Along one wall is a 
Western Union telegraph 
addressed to Janice from her 
father Harvey McBrayer 
when she was first born. Her 
father, who was a Marine, was 
unable to be there at the time 
she was born. The message 
read, “Wish I could be with 
you. Best wishes and good 
health. Best love from Daddy.” 

There’s also a 73-year-old 
pink porcelain bathtub that 
Janice bathed in as a new¬ 
born. 

Janice smiled when she 
glanced at an iron pan. She 
said her mother would bring 
her buckets of vegetables 
from the garden, and she’d sit 
under the shade of a tree and 
go through all the peas and 
string beans. 

A black and white portrait 
of a woman with short, curly 
dark hair, bright eyes and 
vibrant smile adorned the 
wall. 

“That was my grand¬ 
mother, Mary Cunningham 
McBrayer, when she was 25. 

I looked just like her at 25. 
When I found the picture 
in my great aunt’s album, I 
thought it was a picture of 
me at first,” she said. 

The walls contain plenty 
of Darrell’s history, too, with 
several antique tools such as 
steel bacon press, a wooden 
paddle for lard and a tobacco 
spear. 

‘They’re tools someone 
from my era would appreci¬ 
ate,” he said. 

He said his favorite item 
is the framed picture of his 


mother, Elizabeth Clark, with 
a lock of her red hair. Darrell 
said his mother got her hair 
cut when she first started 
dating his father, and he kept 
that lock of her hair. 

Darrell explained that his 
family has strong Irish roots. 
His great-grandmother Eliza¬ 
beth Mckee McAnally came 
to Ellis Island from Ireland. 
He said her name can be 
found on a memorial there. 

Another one of Darrell’s 
favorite items is a red and 
white model ’57 Chevrolet 
toy car. His grandson gave it 
to him for Christmas, and it’s 
an exact model of the beloved 
Chevy he owned in 1958. 

“I loved that car,” he said. 
“Everything here has a story 


behind it.” 

One of the items with 
the most vibrant history is 
a black cow bell. Darrell’s 
brother, David, started the 
tradition of using the cow 
bell for their twin girls Kristie 
and Karen, who would often 
have a hard time going to bed 
on Christmas Eve. 

The girls were about 
3-years-old at the time when 
David hatched the idea to 
tell them that bells can be 
heard when Santa is nearby. 
Of course, the girls had to be 
asleep to receive a visit from 
Old Saint Nick. 

When they weren’t look¬ 
ing, he’d stand on the porch 
and ring the cowbell. Janice 
laughed when she recalled 


how quickly the girls would 
take off, dive into bed and 
immediately shut their eyes. 

Janice and Darrell pre¬ 
formed the same trick for 
David’s children, and the cow¬ 
bell is still used today for the 
grandkids. 

“It’s been a long-standing 
tradition,” said Janice. 

Every Christmas, the Clark 
family comes together for a 
big dinner. Janice said she’s 
glad that her husband fin¬ 
ished the garage floor, added 
a space heater and decorated 
the walls because it’s the per¬ 
fect place to host large family 
dinners during the holidays 
complete with singing Christ¬ 
mas carols. 

Janice’s father was the 


only child. Her father’s cous¬ 
ins are all that’s left of her 
father’s family. She said they 
meet every Sunday after 
church to eat lunch and “tell 
tales” about when they were 
younger. 

Darrell has six siblings, all 
of which are still living. 

“Her family and mine are 
all so close,” he said. 

Darrell said that’s what the 
garage is really about, a trib¬ 
ute to their childhood. 

“We’re lucky. Neither of us 
had any bad childhood mem¬ 
ories,” he said. “We both had 
good Christian parents.”

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Shawl ministry allows women to share God's love

The ladies of Nimble 
Fingers, a knitting and 
crocheting ministry 
based out of First Chris¬ 
tian Church, know first¬ 
hand how comforting 
a prayer shawl can be 
during a person’s time of 
need. 

More than 20 women 
make up the group, 
which knits and crochets 
with a mission.

This month, the 
ladies were hard at work 
on yellow- and blue- 
themed scarves for Spe¬ 
cial Olympics Kentucky 
Winter Games. 

McFarland said the 
shawls are also made 
entirely from commu¬ 
nity donations of yarn 
and other materials, 
which shows how much 
support the ministry has 
received over the years. 

Karen Whitehouse, 
who learned to crochet 


from member Jane 
Crowder, said some of 
the recipients of the 
prayer shawls are ill. 
During a funeral, White- 
house said the deceased 
man’s wife thanked her 
for giving him a prayer 
shawl and told her what 
a comfort it was. 

Crowder usually acts 
as a teacher, showing 
the women who want to 
learn how to knit or cro¬ 
chet. She said it’s gratify¬ 
ing to ignite a new pas¬ 
sion for yarn work. 

Crowder has been 
knitting and crocheting 
since she was about 6 
years old. She recalled 
begging her aunt to 
teach her to crochet. One 
evening, she finally gave 
in and taught her with 
two pencils as makeshift 
needles and a ball of 
string. 


Crowder has been 
with Nimble Finger 
since the group started. 
She has her share of 
stories and people she’s 
encountered through 
the distribution of the 
prayer shawls. 

On one occasion, 
Crowder said she knew a 
woman and her husband 
in their 60s who were in 
financial strife and los¬ 
ing their farmhouse. It 
was devastating. 

“I gave her a prayer 
shawl and told her 
‘when you feel low, wrap 
yourself in this and say a 
prayer,”’ said Crowder. 

For Nancy Allen, she 
said the prayer shawls 
give her something to do 
to serve her church and 
the community. 

“I had a goal to make 
200 by the time I was 80, 
and I did it,” said Allen.

“It’s been a lot of fun. I 
just hope whoever gets it 
can feel our prayers.” 

Allen said there’s 
something especially 
comforting about hold¬ 
ing the soft yarn in 
between their fingers 
and rubbing it against 
their skin. 

“We’ve gotten so 
many nice thank you 
cards over the years. It 
really spurs you on,” she 
said. 

McFarland said 
she received a prayer 
shawl when her father 
W.J. Smith was sick. He 
passed away in June 
2008. 

For Freda Walker, 
Nimble Fingers served 
as therapy after a stroke 
that made it difficult 
for her to write or even 
speak. She said Crowder 


taught her how to cro¬ 
chet and the ladies real¬ 
ly kept her going during 
a trying time. Engaging 
her motor skills and 
learning something 
new proved to be useful 
and Walker was pleased 
to report that she is 
doing much better now. 
Though she’s solidified 
her crochet skills, she’s 
always solidified friend¬ 
ships with the Nimble 
Fingers ladies. 

The prayers are also 
made for a variety of 
occasions, including 
weddings and newborn 
babies. 

“It’s very touching 
and rewarding,” said 
Whitehouse.

T here’s a scene 
in that hoops 
classic, “Hoo¬ 
siers,” where the 
Hickory Huskers walk 
into Butler Field- 
house for the first 
time. They would

Plump’s 
1954 Milan Indians were the inspira¬ 
tion for the movie and Plump hit the 
final shot to beat Muncie Central in 
the championship game. 

Plump said in that interview that 
the actual reaction when his team 
entered the field house was that one 
of the players said something like, 
“You could sure put a lot of hay in 
here.” 

I doubt anyone from the Christian 
Academy of Lawrenceburg basket¬ 
ball team will think like that next 
Tuesday afternoon, but the Rams 
might be pinching themselves when 
they walk onto the floor at Bankers 
Life Fieldhouse in Indianapolis. 

The Rams and Frankfort Christian 
were offered an opportunity to play 
in the home of the Indiana Pacers. 
The jumped like Darnell Hillman at 

the chance. 

(If you 
don’t know 
about the 
Pacers’ 
jumping jack 
from their 
glorious 
ABA days, 
look him up 
on YouTube. 
There are a 
few grainy 
images of his 
dunks and 
legend was he could take a quarter 
off the top of the backboard.) 

Back to 2015. The opportunity to 
take the floor at one of the finest 
NBA arenas came about quickly. “We 
were contacted by Sam Elmore (a 
Pacers group event organizer) regard¬ 
ing the opportunity,” Rams coach 
Cory Robinson says. “Ben (Gee, the 
school’s athletic director) told me 
about it and at the same time, Frank¬ 
fort Christian Academy’s coach (Paul 
Sims) contacted me about playing 
them in Indy. 

“We had a game with Frankfort 
Christian on Jan. 27 and this was a 
date that worked for the Pacers. It all 
seemed to fall in place. We thought 
this was a great way to gain some 
publicity for our school and give our 
boys the opportunity to play at Bank¬ 
ers Life Fieldhouse.” 

The Rams and Frankfort Christian 
junior varsity teams tip off at 12:30 
p.m. with the varsity teams set to go 
at 2:30 p.m. The teams and their fans 
can return to the arena later that eve¬ 
ning to watch the Pacers take on the 
Toronto Raptors. 

With All-Star Paul George likely 
out for the season with a broken leg 
suffered while playing for Team 
USA in preparation for the FIBA 
World Cup last summer, the Pacers 
have struggled. As of Monday, they 
were mired in last place in the NBA 
Central with a 15-28 record. Pacers 
coach Frank Vogel is a University of 
Kentucky grad who worked on Rick 
Pitino’s support staff in Lexington. 

Meanwhile, the Raptors are 
coached by former Wildcat player 
and assistant coach Dwane Casey and 
boast former Wildcats Patrick Pat¬ 
terson and Chuck Hayes on the roster. 
They sit atop the Atlantic Division. 

The Rams might be as giddy as 
that Hickory team in the movie. 

“There’s been a lot of talk from 
(the team) about this,” Robinson said. 
“They know it’s not too often you get 
to do things like this. This will be the 
first time for most of them to play 
in a place like this.

It’s basketball 
Homecoming Week for 
Anderson County as the 
Bearcats host Western 
Hills Friday night, but 
the game of the week 
is set for next Tuesday 
night. 

Spencer County will 
be coming to town for a 
showdown with major 
post-season ramifica¬ 
tions. 

“If we win that game, 
we are the two,” Ander¬ 
son coach Glen Drury 
said of the 30 th District 
Tournament seedings. 

Collins, which has 
already completed an 
undefeated regular sea¬ 
son in district play, has 
clinched the top seed. 
Anderson, by virtue 
of its win over Shelby 
County on Jan. 9, holds 
the upper hand for the 
two-spot. 

If the Bearcats win 
next Tuesday, they will 
play the winner of the 
Spencer-Shelby game, 
to be played on Feb. 10, 
in the first round of the 
district tournament. 

The loser of that game 
would play Collins. 

If Spencer wins Fri¬ 
day night, things get a 
little more complicated 
and will depend on the 
outcome of that Shelby- 
Spencer game. “It could 
go to a three-way tie,” 
Drury said of that sce¬ 


nario. 

Right now, though, 
Anderson is in control of 
the two seed. It is theirs 
for the taking, but it 
will not be easy despite 
Spencer’s 8-10 record 
through Saturday’s 
games. 

“It is going to be a 
tough game,” Drury said. 
“Spencer County is more 
experienced than we 
are. It doesn’t take much 
to be more experienced 
than us this year.” 

Anderson is likely to 
key its defense on senior 
guard Kynan Smith, 
who leads Spencer in 
scoring with 12.5 points 
a game. Junior Blake 
Lambdin is recording 
just over 10 points a 
night while senior Jus¬ 
tin Miller is adding just 
under double digits at 
9.9 points per game. 

“It will be a very 
tough game for us,” 
Drury said. “It will be a 
district game and Spen¬ 
cer County is improv¬ 
ing.” 

Second-year coach 
Jason Burns, a former 
assistant at South Old¬ 
ham, led the Bears to 
an 80-74 win over the 
Bearcats last year in 
Taylorsville. 

Friday night, Ander¬ 
son hosts Western Hills, 
a team that has only 
five wins against 10 
losses but has almost 
doubled the three-win 
output of a year ago. 


“They have improved 
over a year ago,” Drury 
says.

Bearcats sported looks 
ranging from being 
stunned to devastation. 

After all, they had 
led 43-38 after Bailey 
Curry’s layup with 3:30 
to play. 

“Ballard was tougher 
than us. They were 
more aggressive,” said 
a subdued Anderson 
coach Clay Birdwhistell. 
“They were smarter 
than us and when we 
spot people those things, 
we are not going to have 
a lot of success.” 

Birdwhistell could 
have produced a litany 
of shortcomings: Silly 
fouls, unforced turn¬ 
overs, lack of offensive 
execution. 

“We gave up three- 
point plays at least 
twice, maybe three 
times,” he said. The 
number was actually 
just one, but it was huge 
as Martin, considered 
one of the better players 
in the Louisville area, 
converted a steal into 
three points with 1:47 
left. That cut Anderson’s 
lead to 44-43 and set up 
her final heroics. 

The Bruins did have 
another three-point play 
opportunity but did not 
convert the free throw. 

“We were not smart 
in general all over the 
floor,” Birdwhistell said. 

In other words, there 
was enough blame to 
spread around Saturday. 


Birdwhistell also ques¬ 
tioned himself after the 
Lady Bearcats let one 
slip away they probably 
should have won. 

Things did not seem 
right early, though, as 
Ballard jumped to a 
quick 8-1 lead. Ander¬ 
son, however, ended the 
first quarter on a 10-0 
run, the final two points 
coming after Martin 
fouled Marissa Walker, 
who was heaving a 
desperation shot from 
beyond mid-court. 

Walker sank two of 
the three free throws 
and the Lady Bearcats 
seemed in control until 
Ballard’s Briann Mishler, 
a freshman, sank back- 
to-back three-pointers to 
put the Bruins up, 31-30, 
midway through the 
third frame. 

“She had been hitting 
about 40 percent (from 
three-point range) until 
this week,” said Ballard 
coach Frank Wright. 

Over the next nine 
minutes, the lead 
changed hands five 
times before Anderson 
appeared to gain con¬ 
trol early in the fourth 
frame. Curry sank a free 
throw before Currens 
drove the lane for a bas¬ 
ket. Curry followed with 
the layup that gave the 
Lady Bearcats a 43-38 
lead that equaled their 
longest of the second 
half. 

It simply did not hold 
up.

“Everybody on our 
team did not play 
smart,” Birdwhistell 
said. “(Ballard was) the 
aggressor. They were 
more physical than us 
and that goes for every¬ 
body on our team.” 

It might have been 
part of Wright’s plan. 

“We have been strug¬ 
gling mightily this 
year,” said the Ballard 
coach, who formerly 
worked at Mercer Coun¬ 
ty and South Oldham. 
“This is what we called 
our “Toughness Week.” 
On Tuesday, we played 
(defending state champ) 
Butler. Thursday, we 
had Sacred Heart. Then 
we had Anderson today. 

“There is a lot of dif¬ 
ference from a year ago, 
but nonetheless, those 
are three good teams. 
Those are three teams 
that went to the state 


(tournament) last year.” 

Martin, who led all 
scorers with 20 points, 
might have been the 
toughest of the tough, 
scoring the game’s final 
five points. 

Currens led Anderson 
with 12 points, followed 
by Robinson with 11. 

Birdwhistell believed 
his team should have 
never been in the posi¬ 
tion where one play 
would make the differ¬ 
ence. 

“We didn’t shoot the 
ball well, but we didn’t 
take good shots,” he said. 
“In the first half, when 
they were in man (-to¬ 
man defense), we were 
begging people to drive- 
and-kick. You aren’t 
going to shoot well if 
you don’t take the right 
shots.” 

Even with Saturday’s 
shortcomings, the Lady 


Bearcats could make a 
run at a third straight 
Sweet 16 trip, according 
to Wright. “They have a 
chance,” he said. “They 
are young and they are 
not overly athletic and 
they are not overly big, 
but they can create 
havoc and do it well.” 

Birdwhistell, how¬ 
ever, says his team has a 
way to go. 

“Our goal this week 
was to get better every 
day,” he said. “We lost a 
game to Mercer County 
Tuesday but I felt like 
our club had improved. 
Friday night, we played 
Spencer County and 
I thought we got a 
little better. Today, we 
regressed.”

A second-quarter uprising fueled Anderson County 
to an easy 82-44 win over Spencer County in girls' 
basketball action Friday night in Taylorsville. 

After withstanding a Spencer County rally to pull 
within 15-14 at the end of the first quarter, the 
Lady Bearcats romped to a 24-9 advantage over the 
next eight minutes and continued to build the lead. 

Sophomore Sammy Rogers came off the bench 
to lead Anderson with a career-best 24 points, 
including a half-court shot that sent the teams to 
halftime with the Lady Cats up 39-23. 

"Spencer had the ball with eight seconds to go in the 
half," Anderson coach Clay Birdwhistell said. "We 
tried to jump the point guard, hoping she would

Lady Rockets will both be heav¬ 
ily favored in those games. 

“Shelby is very, very good,” 
says Anderson coach Clay Bird¬ 
whistell. “They were the pre¬ 
season No. 1 in the region for a 
reason.” 

The Rockets boast one of the 
largest front lines in Kentucky 
with forwards MacKenzie and 
Savannah Raisor along with 
center Justus Martin all stand¬ 
ing at over 6-feet. 

The key to the Rocket attack, 
however, might be senior point 
guard Katie Hudgens who has 
emerged as one of the top floor 
generals in the Eighth Region. 

“When she looks over to 
the bench she wants to know 
immediately what to do,” Shel¬ 
by coach Jason Holland told the 
Sentinel-News recently. “She’s 
getting to the point where she 
knows the offense and is almost 
demanding because she wants 
to get us going.” 

It took Shelby a while to get 
going. Holland, who had been 
a highly successful boys’ coach 
at Henry, Oldham and Mont¬ 
gomery counties, took over the 
Shelby program in July after 


former coach Mike Sowers left 
Shelby for a job in administra¬ 
tion. 

The Lady Rockets were ham¬ 
mered, 54-28, in the season 
opener by Simon Kenton and 
later dropped a 59-28 decision to 
unbeaten Holmes. 

Since then, however, Shelby 
has been on a roll winning by 
better than 20 points a game in 
its winning streak. 

Friday, the Rockets blasted 
Collins, 47-15, then Saturday, they 
whipped Green County by 30 
points. 

Perhaps the most impressive 
win in the streak was a 53-42 
decision over Lafayette, the pre¬ 
season No. 1 in the 11 th Region, on 
Jan. 3. 

Holland has been successful 
everywhere he’s been. At Henry 
County, he elevated the Wildcat 
program to an Eighth Region fac¬ 
tor. At Oldham, he took the Colo¬ 
nels to back-to-back state tourna¬ 
ment appearances, including a 
run to the Final Four in 2012. 

A year ago, his Montgomery 
County team opened the season 
with a 19-game winning streak 
and advanced to the 10 th region 
final before falling. The Indians 
finished 29-3. 

“It took (Shelby County) a 
while to figure out what Jason 
wanted them to do,” Birdwhistell 


said. “Now that they have done 
that they have won (14) in a row. 
They are much improved over 
the last time we played them.” 

The first game saw a marked 
contrast in styles. Shelby pound¬ 
ed the paint, while Anderson 
tried to get the Rockets in an up- 
and-down game to utilize their 
quickness and depth. In that 
one, Martin scored 19 points and 
snared 16 rebounds while Savan¬ 
nah Raisor scored 14. Shelby won 
the rebounding battle, 43-27. 

Still, it was much closer than 
the final score indicated. Shelby 
went on an 11-1 scoring spree 
over the last two minutes to seal 
the win. 

This one could be a close one. 
Before Anderson’s loss to Bal¬ 
lard Saturday, the Lady Bearcats 
had passed Shelby in last week’s 
Litkenhous Ratings. Anderson 
was ranked second in the Eighth 
Region, behind Simon Kenton, 
and 0.3 point better than Shelby, 
coming in at No. 3 in the region. 

“This is a huge game,” Bird¬ 
whistell says. “It is a district game 
on our court. It is a team we feel 
like we are going to see after this. 
It is a very important game and, 
obviously, one we want to win.”

Mercer tops Lady Cats 

Robins called 'best we have gone against'

Mercer County 
showed why many con¬ 
sider the Titans one of 
the 10 best girls’ basket¬ 
ball teams in Kentucky 
with a 74-58 win over 
Anderson County last 
Tuesday in Harrodsburg. 

Led by freshman 
Seygan Robins’ 18 points, 
the Titans established 
control in the second 
quarter, when they 
outpointed the Lady 
Bearcats 20-12, then held 
off an Anderson rally to 
post the win. 

Mercer, which had 
beaten Anderson 
just once since 2006, 
improved to 15-2, while 
Anderson fell to 9-8. 

“That is a really, real¬ 
ly good team,” Anderson 
coach Clay Birdwhistell 
said. “Chris (Souder, the 
Mercer coach) is an out¬ 
standing coach and he’s 
loaded with talent. Mer¬ 
cer is a very hard place 
to play and their players 
were ready to go. 

“Seygan Robins is 
the best player we have 
gone against all year. 

She is a kid that could 
be Miss Basketball some¬ 
day.” 

A freshman point 
guard, Robins was the 
pre-season pick as the 
12 th Region’s top player 
by The Cats’ Pause. 

Mercer took advan¬ 
tage of Anderson bat¬ 
tling foul trouble. Junior 
forward Kaci Currens, 
who also scored 18 


points to lead the Lady 
Bearcats, picked up her 
second foul early in the 
second quarter. With 
Currens on the bench, 
Mercer built an 11-point 
lead from which Ander¬ 
son could not recover. 

Mercer built its lead 
to as many as 18 points 
in the second half 
before Anderson perked 
up again. 

“I thought our kids 
came out in the third 
quarter and really com¬ 
peted,” Birdwhistell said. 
“We knew Mercer would 
come out and look for 
an early knockout, so we 
had to raise our level of 
play. 

“Early in the fourth 
quarter, Mercer hit a big 
run, extended their lead 
and threatened to put 
us away,” Birdwhistell 
said. “We called timeout. 
The kids regrouped and 
battled. We cut the lead 
to nine, have a three 
(-point shot) rim out and 
foul a three-shooter at 
the other end. 

“Give Mercer credit. 
Every time we got close 
in the fourth, they made 
the play they needed 
to make. They were 
14-for-14 from the free 
throw line in the fourth 
quarter. 

Freshman Emma 
Davis scored 16 points 
for Mercer while sopho¬ 
more Sammy Rogers 
tallied 12 for the Lady 
Bearcats.

Backyard bird watching can be an easy, fun winter activity

The deepest, darkest, 
bleakest part of winter is 
here. The long slog from just 
after the holidays through 
the NCAA tournament is one 
of the toughest to weather, 
but watching the many spe¬ 
cies of birds that inhabit 
Kentucky in your backyard 
can brighten the most leaden 
days. 

“Winter is the best time to 
feed birds as they need the 
food now more than at any 
other time of year and you 
will typically see a greater 
number and variety of birds 
at bird feeders,” said Kate 
Heyden, avian biologist for 
the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. 

Heyden said Kentucky 
receives many interesting 
birds from the north in win¬ 
ter and again in spring when 
many species return home 
from lands south of us, pro¬ 
viding a great variety of spe¬ 
cies to see. 

Bird watching is a good 
way to introduce kids into the 
outdoors and spark aware¬ 
ness of our natural world. It 


is also productive practice for 
bird hunters, who must make 
quick identifications of birds 
in the field. An identification 
mistake for a bird hunter can 
be costly as songbirds are pro¬ 
tected under the Migratory 
Bird Treaty Act. Waterfowl- 
ers must know the species of 
duck or goose before attempt¬ 
ing to take a bird or risk mak¬ 
ing a mistake in their daily 
bag limit. 

“You don’t need to spend 
money on food or feeders to 
attract birds to your yard,” 
Heyden said. “If you can leave 
a small area of your yard un¬ 
mowed, you can attract a lot 
of birds. They eat the seeds 
from the grasses and weeds 
and use the area for cover as 
well.” 

Employing a feeder grants 
the ability for close study of 
birds. Heyden explained all 
feeders draw birds, but those 
that keep the bird feed dry 
and free of mold are best. 
Moldy seeds are bad for bird 
health. Place feeders either 
near a window or fairly far 
away to help prevent birds 
from colliding with windows 
when startled. 

The most common feeder 


is a hopper or house feeder, 
usually made of windows of 
clear plastic with that feed 
seed to a perching surface. 
These feeders attract cardi¬ 
nals, nuthatches, chickadees, 
grosbeaks, buntings and tit¬ 
mice. 

“One without a lot of 
perching surface minimizes 
use by house sparrows or 
starlings,” Heyden explained. 
“The most important thing 
is to keep feeders clean by 
washing with bleach water 
every few weeks.” Washing 
with bleach water prevents 
the spread of disease. 

Although slightly more 
expensive, Heyden feeds birds 
black oil sunflower seeds. 
“They attract a wide variety 
of desirable birds without 
attracting as many pest spe¬ 
cies,” she said. “The cheap 
bird feed is full of filler and 
often contains corn which 
attracts squirrels, house spar¬ 
rows starlings and crows.” 

A suet feeder attracts 
woodpeckers, nuthatches, 
chickadees and bluejays. 

Some birders push suet or 
peanut butter into crevices 
in bark or in the cracks of old 
stumps to attract these birds. 


Witnessing a northern 
flicker or red-bellied wood¬ 
pecker feeding at close range 
sears a delightful memory 
into the mind of a young¬ 
ster. “Woodpeckers love dead 
branches on trees,” Heyden 
said. She recommended leav¬ 
ing a dead branch on a tree in 
the corner or rear of the yard 
to attract woodpeckers if it is 
safe to do so. 

“It is important to provide 
water for birds in winter,” 
said Gary Sprandel, an avid 
birder and geoprocessing spe¬ 
cialist for Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife. Place the water in a 
spot in the yard that receives 
sun as its rays will melt some 
water for birds on even the 
coldest days. 

A good guide book is essen¬ 
tial for identifying birds. 
Looking up unfamiliar birds 
and learning about their dis¬ 
tinguishing characteristics is 
part of the fun of birding. He 
prefers the “Birds of North 
America - A Guide to Field 
Identification” by Chandler 
Robbins. “I like this guide 
because all the information 
about a bird is on one page,” 
Sprandel said. “It is pocket- 
sized and easy to carry afield.” 


Modestly priced binoculars 
now have coated lenses and 
other features that make 
them acceptable choices for 
bird watching. “Don’t get 
zoom binoculars for birding,” 
Sprandel said. “You tend to 
lose clarity at high magnifica¬ 
tion. A wide angle pair lets 
in more light and makes it 
easier to find birds. Try them 
out before you buy.” 

Sprandel also invites back¬ 
yard birders to participate 
in the Great Backyard Bird 
Count on Feb. 13 -16. This 
project from the Cornell Uni¬ 
versity Lab of Ornithology, 
the National Audubon Soci¬ 
ety and Bird Studies Canada 
allows birders from all over 
the world help scientists 
glean valuable information 
on bird populations. 

You simply need to record 
the species and number of 
birds seen for at least 15 min¬ 
utes on one or more days of 
the project. To participate, 
visit the Great Backyard Bird 
Count homepage at http:// 
gbbc.birdcount.org. 

Backyard birding is a fam¬ 
ily-friendly way to pass the 
long, dreary winter days. Plus, 
it is just plain fun.
